in Figure 2); 

determining an address of said digital content (Specification, page 6, lines 6-17; 
References 230 and 240 in Figure 2); 

associating said identifier with said address (Specification, page 6, lines 18-19; 
Reference 250 in Figure 2); and 

generating a physically conveyable representation of said identifier (Specification, 
page 6, lines 20-26; Reference 310-330 in Figure 3). 

B. Independent Claim 6 

A method for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content 
comprises the steps of receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital 
content, associating a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium, assigning a 
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contextual identifier to the item of digital content (the contextual identifier being unique 
in the context of the globally unique identifier), creating a database record for the 
tangible medium, the database record including a mapping of the contextual identifier to 
an address to the digital content, associating the globally unique identifier to the database 
record, and associating the contextual identifier with the tangible medium. 

The entire claim 6 with references to exemplary portions of the Specification and 
reference numbers in the exemplary figures are provided below.

(Specification, page 5, lines 22-24; Reference 210 in Figure 2);

assign a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said contextual identifier 
is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier (Specification, page 11, 
lines 11-16; Reference 720 in Figure 7);

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A computer-readable medium comprising logic instructions for conveying access to 
digital content using a physical token (Specification, page 7, line 1-page 9, line 9; 
Figure 4), said logic instructions being executable to: 

receive a first identifier (Specification, page 7, line 12-page 8, line 5; Reference 410 

in Figure 4); 

receive a second identifier (Specification, page 8, lines 6-15; Reference 420 in 
Figure 4); 

determine whether any of said first and second identifiers is associated with digital 
content (Specification, page 7, line 12-page 8, line 5; Reference 410 in Figure 4 
and Specification, page 8, lines 6-15; Reference 420 in Figure 4); 
associate said digital content associated with one of said first and second identifiers 
with another of said first and second identifiers (Specification, page 8, lines 6-15; 
Reference 420 in Figure 4); and 

enable a conveyance of said another of said first and second identifiers as a physical 
token (Specification, page 8, line 16-page 9, line 2; Reference 430 in Figure 4). 

G. Independent Claim 37 

Apparatus for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content 
comprises means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital 
content, means for obtaining an identifier, means for determining an address of the digital 
content, means for associating the identifier with the address, and means for generating a 
physically conveyable representation of the identifier. 

The entire claim 37 with references to exemplary portions of the Specification and 
reference numbers in the exemplary figures are provided below. 

Apparatus (Specification, page 5, lines 3-9, Reference 140 in Figure 1) for creating 
conveyable physical representations of digital content, comprising: 
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means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content 
(Specification, page 5, lines 22-24; Reference 210 in Figure 2); 
means for obtaining an identifier (Specification, page 5, line 25-page 6, line 5; 
Reference 220 in Figure 2); 

means for determining an address of said digital content (Specification, page 6, lines 
6-17; References 230 and 240 in Figure 2); 

means for associating said identifier with said address (Specification, page 6, lines 
18-19; Reference 250 in Figure 2); and 

means for generating a physically conveyable representation of said identifier 
(Specification, page 6, lines 20-26; Reference 310-330 in Figure 3). 

H. Independent Claim 38 

Apparatus for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content 
comprises means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital

Apparatus (Specification, page 5, lines 3-9, Reference 140 in Figure 1) for creating 
conveyable physical representations of digital content, comprising: 

means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content 
(Specification, page 5, lines 22-24; Reference 210 in Figure 2); 
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means for associating a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium 
(Specification, page 10, line 7-page 11, line 10; Reference 710 in Figure 7); 
means for assigning a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said 
contextual identifier is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier 
(Specification, page 11, lines 11-16; Reference 720 in Figure 7); 
means for creating a database record for said tangible medium, said database record 
including a mapping of said contextual identifier to an address to said digital content 
(Specification, page 11, lines 17-19; Reference 730 in Figure 7); 
means for associating said globally unique identifier to said database record 
(Specification, page 11, lines 20-26; Reference 740 in Figure 7); and 
means for associating said contextual identifier with said tangible medium 
(Specification, page 11, lines 20-26; Reference 740 in Figure 7).

Apparatus for conveying access to digital content using a physical token comprises 
means for receiving a first identifier, means for receiving a second identifier, means for 
determining whether any of the first and second identifiers is associated with digital 
content, means for associating the digital content associated with one of the first and 
second identifiers with another of the first and second identifiers, and means for enabling 
a conveyance of the another of the first and second identifiers as a physical token. 

The entire claim 39 with references to exemplary portions of the Specification and 
reference numbers in the exemplary figures are provided below. 

Apparatus (Specification, page 5, lines 3-9, Reference 140 in Figure 1) for 
conveying access to digital content using a physical token, comprising: 

means for receiving a first identifier (Specification, page 7, line 12-page 8, line 5; 
Reference 410 in Figure 4); 

means for receiving a second identifier (Specification, page 8, lines 6-15; Reference 
420 in Figure 4); 
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means for determining whether any of said first and second identifiers is associated 
with digital content (Specification, page 7, line 12-page 8, line 5; Reference 410 in 
Figure 4 and Specification, page 8, lines 6-15; Reference 420 in Figure 4); 
means for associating said digital content associated with one of said first and second 
identifiers with another of said first and second identifiers (Specification, page 8, 
lines 6-15; Reference 420 in Figure 4); and 

means for enabling a conveyance of said another of said first and second identifiers as 
a physical token (Specification, page 8, line 16-page 9, line 2; Reference 430 in 
Figure 4). 
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GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL 

A. Whether claims 1-39 are anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) by U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0165987, to Arisaka? 
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VII. ARGUMENTS 

A. Claims 1-39 Are Not Anticipated under 35 U.S.C. 5102(e) by U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0165987, to Arisaka (hereinafter 
"ARISAKA") 

1. Independent Claim 1 

It is axiomatic that the cited reference in a §102 rejection must disclose every 
element in the rejected claim. Claim 1 recites a method for creating conveyable physical 
representations of digital content, comprising: 

receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital 
content; 

obtaining an identifier; 

determining an address of said digital content; 

associating said identifier with said address; and 

generating a physically conveyable representation of said identifier. 

Based on the arguments presented below, Applicant respectfully submits that 
ARISAKA does not disclose or suggest multiple steps of claim 1. 

a. ARISAKA Does Not Disclose or Suggest Receiving a 
request to associate an identifier with an item of digital 
content 

Claim 1 recites the step of receiving a request to associate an identifier with an 
item of digital content. The Examiner cited paragraph [0033] of ARISAKA as allegedly 
disclosing the recited step. 

The cited portion of ARISAKA discloses a process for enabling a user to 
playback digital content at a playback terminal device. Specifically, the cited portion 
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discloses having the user enter (1) an individual identifier and (2) a content identifier into 
the playback terminal device. Id; see also paragraphs [0037] & [0039] of ARISAKA. 
The playback terminal device then sends both identifiers to a content server. See 
paragraph [0034] of ARISAKA. The content server locates the digital content using the 
content identifier and enables the playback terminal device to playback the content at the 
terminal device to the user. Id. Thus, in ARISAKA, the digital content is already 
associated with a content identifier prior to receiving a request from a user to playback 
the content. 

In contrast, claim 1 recites receiving a request to associate an identifier with an 
item of digital content. The digital content may or may not yet be accessible over a 
network (e.g., may reside on a local hard drive of a user). 1 As a result, a user may request 
to associate an identifier with the digital content, for example, to make the digital content 
more accessible to other entities. 

In the final official action mailed on September 11, 2007, the Examiner cited 
paragraph [0087] of ARISAKA for allegedly disclosing this step. The cited portion of 
ARISAKA describes content information stored in a content database which includes 
prior-associated content identifier. In contrast, claim 1 recites receiving a request to 
associate an identifier with an item of digital content. 

ARISAKA does not disclose or suggest this step because the digital content to be 
playback had already been associated with a content identifier and is accessible over a 
network (e.g., via a content server) using the content identifier. See paragraph [0043]. 

b. ARISAKA Does Not Disclose or Suggest Associating the 
Identifier with the Address of the Digital Content 

Claim 1 also recites the step of associating the identifier with an address of the 
digital content. The Examiner cited the paragraph [0033] of ARISAKA as allegedly 
disclosing the recited step. 

1 See Specification referring to Figure 2 steps 210 to 240 on pages 5-6. The embodiments 
described in the Specification and illustrated in the Figures are merely exemplary. Therefore, the 
scope of the claims should not be limited by the exemplary embodiments presented. 
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The cited portion of ARISAKA discloses receiving both the individual identifier 
and the content identifier at a playback terminal device. However, ARISAKA does not 
disclose or suggest any step or means for associating the received identifiers. 

In contrast, claim 1 recites the step of associating an identifier with an address of 
the digital content. This association enables the physical representation of the digital 
content to be readily conveyable. 2 

In the final official action mailed on September 11, 2007, the Examiner again 
cited paragraph [0087] of ARISAKA for allegedly disclosing this step. The cited portion 
of ARISAKA describes content information stored in a content database which includes 
prior-associated content identifier but does not disclose steps or means for associating 
two different digital identifiers. In contrast, claim 1 recites associating an identifier with 
an address of the digital content. 

Based on all the foregoing, ARISAKA fails to disclose or suggest multiple steps 
recited in claim 1 . Therefore, claim 1 should be in condition for allowance. 



Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1. Based on the foregoing arguments for 
claim 1, claims 2-5 should also be in condition for allowance. 



Independent claims 1 1, 24, 37 and 39 recite corresponding limitations to the 
limitations discussed above with respect to claim 1 . Based on the foregoing arguments 
for claim 1, Applicant respectfully submits that ARISAKA does not anticipate these 
independent claims and they are also in condition for allowance.

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Claims 12-23 and 25-26 are dependent on claims 1 1 and 24, respectively. Based 
on the foregoing regarding independent claims 1 1 and 24, these dependent claims should 
also be in condition for allowance. 

5. Independent Claims 6, 27, 29 and 38 

Independent claims 6, 27, 29 and 38 were rejected as being allegedly anticipated 
by ARISAKA. The Examiner further cited paragraphs [0064] and [0085] in ARISAKA 
for allegedly disclosing these claims. 

Independent claims 6, 27, 29 and 38 recite at least a corresponding limitation 
similar to the limitation discussed above with respect to claim 1 in Section I.A.I. This 
limitation is also not disclosed in paragraphs [0064] and [0085] of ARISAKA. Based on 
the foregoing arguments for claim 1, Applicant respectfully submits that ARISAKA does 
not anticipate these independent claims and they are also in condition for allowance. 

In addition, these independent claims include different limitations than claim 1. 
Multiple of these different limitations are also not disclosed or suggested by ARISAKA. 
Applicant will separately address these limitations by referring to independent claim 6. 

a. ARISAKA Does Not Disclose or Suggest Assigning a 

Contextual Identifier, which is Unique in the Context of a 
Globally Unique Identifier, to an Item of Digital Content 

Claim 6 recites at least the step of assigning a contextual identifier to an item of 
digital content. The contextual identifier is unique in the context of a globally unique 
identifier. In addition to paragraph [0033] of ARISAKA, the Examiner further cited 
paragraph [0085] for allegedly disclosing this step. 

Paragraph [0085] of ARISAKA discloses a sample playback action history stored 
in a database. The playback action history is digitized information which includes: (1) a 
plurality of personal playback action history; (2) a plurality of personal identifiers 
represented by strings; (3) content identifiers; and (4) history associated with playback 
actions for the contents identified by the content identifiers. Id. This cited portion in 
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ARISAKA discloses the content of a database. Neither the cited portion nor elsewhere in 
ARIS AKA discloses or suggests any multi-layered identifier assignment where one 
identifier is unique in the context of another identifier. 

In contrast, claim 6 recites the step of assigning a contextual identifier, which is 
unique in the context of a globally unique identifier, to an item of digital content. 

b. ARISAKA Does Not Disclose or Suggest the Subsequent 
Steps Recited in Claim 6 

Claim 6 also recites steps for creating a database record including a mapping of 
the contextual identifier to an address of a digital content, associating the globally unique 
identifier to the database record, and associating the contextual identifier to a tangible 
medium previously associated to the globally unique identifier. 

As shown in the previous section, ARISAKA does not teach or suggest a 
contextual identifier unique in the context of a globally unique identifier. It follows from 
principles of logic that ARISAKA also cannot disclose or suggest any element that refers 
back to the "contextual identifier." Hence, ARISAKA cannot disclose or suggest these 
steps. 

The Examiner further cited paragraph [0064] of ARISAKA (in view of the other 
previously discussed paragraphs) for allegedly disclosing these steps. 

The cited portion in ARISAKA discloses a content information management 
processing module for loading content to memory. ARISAKA, paragraph [0064]. In 
ARISAKA, if the content does not fit in the memory, the content is split up such that only 
necessary sections are loaded into memory and the rest is stored in the storage device. Id. 

Neither this cited portion nor elsewhere in ARISAKA discloses or suggests the 
steps recited in Claim 6. 

Based on all the foregoing, ARISAKA fails to disclose or suggest multiple steps 
recited in claim 6. Independent claims 27, 29 and 38 recite corresponding limitations to 
the limitations discussed above with respect to claim 6. Based on all the foregoing, 
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Applicant respectfully submits that ARISAKA does not anticipate these independent 
claims and they are in condition for allowance. 

6. Claims 7-10. 28 and 30-36 

Claims 7-10, 28 and 30-36 are dependent on claims 6, 27 and 29, respectively. 
Based on the foregoing regarding independent claims 6, 27 and 29, these dependent 
claims should also be in condition for allowance. 
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VIII. CLAIMS APPENDIX 

1 . A method for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content, 
comprising: 

receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 
obtaining an identifier; 

determining an address of said digital content; 

associating said identifier with said address; and 

generating a physically conveyable representation of said identifier. 

2. The method of claiml, wherein said determining includes providing a blank field 
to a user for providing said address. 

3. The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
creating a Web space for said digital content; and 

using an address to said Web space as said address of said digital content. 

4. The method of claim 1, wherein said generating includes representing said 
identifier on a tangible medium. 

5. The method of claim 4, wherein said tangible medium resides on a substrate. 

6. A method for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content, 
comprising: 
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receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 

associating a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium; 

assigning a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said contextual 

identifier is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier; 

creating a database record for said tangible medium, said database record including a 

mapping of said contextual identifier to an address to said digital content; 

associating said globally unique identifier to said database record; and 

associating said contextual identifier with said tangible medium. 

7. The method of claim 6, wherein said associating a globally unique identifier to a 
tangible medium includes physically affixing said globally unique identifier on said 
tangible medium. 

8. The method of claim 6, wherein said associating a globally unique identifier to a 
tangible medium includes digitally associating a description of said tangible medium to 
said globally unique identifier. 

9. The method of claim 6, wherein said associating said contextual identifier with 
said tangible medium includes physically affixing said contextual identifier on said 
tangible medium. 
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10. The method of claim 6, wherein said associating said contextual identifier with 
said tangible medium includes printing said contextual identifier on said tangible 
medium. 

11. A method for conveying access to digital content using a physical token, 
comprising: 

receiving a first identifier; 
receiving a second identifier; 

determining whether any of said first and second identifiers is associated with digital 
content; 

associating said digital content associated with one of said first and second identifiers 
with another of said first and second identifiers; and 

enabling a conveyance of said another of said first and second identifiers as a physical 
token. 

12. The method of 1 1, wherein said associating said digital content includes 
associating an address to said digital content with said another of said first and second 
identifiers. 

13. The method of 1 1, wherein one of said first and second identifiers is a target 
identifier. 
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14. The method of claim 13, wherein said target identifier is unassociated with any 
digital content. 

15. The method of claim 13, wherein said target identifier has an erasable association 
with certain digital content. 

1 6. The method of claim 1 1 , wherein one of said first and second identifiers is a 
source identifier. 

17. The method of claim 16, wherein said source identifier is associated with an 
address to said digital content. 

18. The method of claim 11, wherein said another of said first and second identifiers 
is represented on a tangible medium. 

19. The method of claim 18, wherein said tangible medium resides on a substrate. 

20. The method of claim 11, wherein said enabling a conveyance includes providing a 
password to regulate access to said digital content. 

21 . The method of claim 1 1 , wherein at least one of said first and second identifiers is 
a contextual identifier. 
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22. The method of claim 21, wherein said associating includes: 

accessing a database record containing a mapping of said contextual identifier to an 
address to said digital content; and 

associating said address with said another of said first and second identifiers. 

23. The method of 22, wherein said accessing includes: 

determining a globally unique identifier associated with said contextual identifier; and 
locating said database record based on said globally unique identifier. 

24. A computer-readable medium comprising logic instructions for creating 
conveyable physical representations of digital content, said logic instructions being 
executable to: 

receive a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 
obtain an identifier; 

determine an address of said digital content; 

associate said identifier with said address; and 

generate a physically conveyable representation of said identifier. 

25. The computer-readable medium of claim 24, wherein said generate includes 
representing said identifier on a tangible medium. 

26. The computer-readable medium of claim 25, wherein said tangible medium 
resides on a substrate. 
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27. A computer-readable medium comprising logic instructions for creating 
conveyable physical representations of digital content, said logic instructions being 
executable to: 

receive a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 
associate a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium; 

assign a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said contextual identifier 
is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier; 

create a database record for said tangible medium, said database record including a 
mapping of said contextual identifier to an address to said digital content; 
associate said globally unique identifier to said database record; and 
associate said contextual identifier with said tangible medium. 

28. The computer readable medium of claim 27, wherein said associate a globally 
unique identifier to a tangible medium includes digitally associating a description of said 
tangible medium to said globally unique identifier. 

29. A computer-readable medium comprising logic instructions for conveying access 
to digital content using a physical token, said logic instructions being executable to: 

receive a first identifier; 
receive a second identifier; 

determine whether any of said first and second identifiers is associated with digital 
content; 
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associate said digital content associated with one of said first and second identifiers 
with another of said first and second identifiers; and 

enable a conveyance of said another of said first and second identifiers as a physical 
token. 

30. The computer-readable medium of 29, wherein said associate said digital content 
includes associating an address to said digital content with said another of said first and 
second identifiers. 

3 1 . The computer-readable medium of claim 29, wherein said another of said first and 
second identifiers is represented on a tangible medium. 

32. The computer-readable medium of claim 31, wherein said tangible medium 
resides on a substrate. 

33. The computer-readable medium of claim 29, wherein said enable a conveyance 
includes providing a password to regulate access to said digital content. 

34. The computer-readable medium of claim 29, wherein at least one of said first and 
second identifiers is a contextual identifier. 

35. The computer-readable medium of claim 34, wherein said associate includes logic 
instructions being executable to: 
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access a database record containing a mapping of said contextual identifier to an 
address to said digital content; and 

associate said address with said another of said first and second identifiers. 

36. The computer-readable medium of 35, wherein said access includes logic 
instructions being executable to: 

determine a globally unique identifier associated with said contextual identifier; and 
locate said database record based on said globally unique identifier. 

37. Apparatus for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content, 
comprising: 

means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 

means for obtaining an identifier; 

means for determining an address of said digital content; 

means for associating said identifier with said address; and 

means for generating a physically conveyable representation of said identifier. 

38. Apparatus for creating conveyable physical representations of digital content, 
comprising: 

means for receiving a request to associate an identifier with an item of digital content; 
means for associating a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium; 
means for assigning a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said 
contextual identifier is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier; 
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means for creating a database record for said tangible medium, said database record 
including a mapping of said contextual identifier to an address to said digital content; 
means for associating said globally unique identifier to said database record; and 
means for associating said contextual identifier with said tangible medium. 

39. Apparatus for conveying access to digital content using a physical token, 
comprising: 

means for receiving a first identifier; 

means for receiving a second identifier; 

means for determining whether any of said first and second identifiers is associated 
with digital content; 

means for associating said digital content associated with one of said first and second 
identifiers with another of said first and second identifiers; and 
means for enabling a conveyance of said another of said first and second identifiers as 
a physical token.
